\vonien clad in their worst clothes, their 
hea,ds hidden in paper fools' caps with 
long curtains, their hands guarded by 
Icat'jpi bands and at\%ork on sewing &o 
mdo that it seems like a travesty on the 
gentle !irt of Ihe needle, it is difficult to 
detect irora »ue another the delicately 
nnittircd v, oman, the sturdy foreigner 
and the negi o. They are all thei o work- 
ing in perfect amity. 


Each woman sits on a low chtur. Sho 


has exchanged her street dress for her 
working cljthes in the commodious 
dresbing room. She receives every morn- 
iii!* a mailbag holding 10 bags. Fne 
of these aio comparatively good; five 
are more or less bad. It is ti mild soit 
of lottery, which these •women experi- 
ence twice or three times a day, and the 
element of chance is not the less excit- 
ing though it lie in the depths of a dirty 
mailbdg. 


Bad or good the women are paid 3J 


cents a bag. For the woman who can- 
not earn at least $1.07 a day there is no 
place in this room. They earn on an 
average about $1.80 a day, and some 
women exceed this amount. Each wo- 
man works with a darning needle and 
twine thread. Her first acquirement is 
the sailor's stitch. With this she can 
patch, darn or embroider. When she 
has finished the bags, they are carried to 
a central table, where on a bulletin 
board her name is scheduled. Theie her 
work is examined by one of three men 
and checked off accordingly. 


Not all sew. Some string the bags at 


the neck and put on the tags and locks. 
One of these ia a blind negress. She has 
not seen since a child, but she woiks 
rapidly and deftly whilo she tells v ith 
pride how she can embroider and sew 
at home. 


These women from such varied walks 


in life work together in perfect accord. 
When to the foreman the dusty air and 
unsightly work seem to have depressed 
the workers, he suggests to some one, 
generally a colored woman, to start up 
some music. The wave of sound gath- 
ers until the whole room has joined in. 
It is usually a hymn, for hymns come 
most easily to women's lips. 


The government is a kind taskmastci. 


The room is finely lighted and venti- 
lated. The washrooms are abundantly 
and finely equipped with marble mount- 
ed stationary stands. At noon a tea and 
coffee bureau is opened, and the workers 
have all the tea and coffee they desne at 
the expense of their country. Washing- 
ton working hours are easy. Vacations 
of a month arc given, and certain aid? 
leaves are provided for. The sweat- 
shops of the government, where the new 
inailbags aro made by. contract, oreiH 
this city,—New York Sun. 


A Perugltm Superstition. 


The girls of the Perugian highlands 


believe as firmly as any heroine of The- 
ocritus that a person possessing a lock 
of another person's hair can will pain, 
disease and even death to the owner 
of the hair, and thus when maidens give 
their betrothed lovers the customary 
plaited tress it is virtually their life and 
all their power of suffering that they 
give into those trusted hands. 


If the man should prove unfaithful 


and disease descend upon the unhappy 
woman, she is not, however, utterly lost, 
the experienced matrons of her village 
have means to transfer the complaint to 
a tree, to an animal or to cast it into 
running water. The patient must rise 
in the early dawn, touch a certain plant 
in a certain manner, saying, "May thou 
wither and I flourish again," or bind her 
complaint to a tree in a given fashion, 
taking care never to pass again before 
that tree lest the disease, recognizing ita 
former possession, return to her again.— 
London Athenaeum.

It is state'! that the Hawaiian ques- 


tion bat «»a*ed dissentions in the 
Cabinet 
Two members, Smith and 


Morton, entertain different views from 
the President and Secretary of State 
and it was reported that they had ten- 
dered their resignation, bat were dis- 
suaded from resigning by Carlisle and 
Oresham. 
It appears that the President and 


Secretary Gresham believe that the 
Hawaiian Queen was deposed by armed 
troop» from the United States war ves- 
sel .Boston. They do not charge that 
the marines forcibly subverted the 
Government, bat that their presence 
in Honolulu deterred the Queen's ad- 
herents from defending the throne. 
Now they desire to restore the Mon- 
uruhy by the aid of United States 
troops*. This policy is strenuously op- 
posed by at least two members of the 
Cabinet, who, rather than sanction it, 
tender their resignations 


Senator Morgan of Alabama, who is 


Chairman of the Senate Committee un 
Foreign Affaire,, u position fully as im- 
portant as a Cabinet officer so far as 
Hawaiian affairs are concerned, says 
"if a single American marine sets foot 
on Hawaiian soil, and a single drop of 
blood is bhed, it will be an act of ag- 
gressiou and an act of war on the part 
o! the United States." Senator Morgan 
further asserts that such an act of ag 
gressiou performed by the direction of 
the President, without the advice of 
Congress, would be n violation of the 
Constitution, 


These words from the Chairman of 


the Senate Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs, and one of the best informed 
members on all questions of diplomacy, 
are very significant. They mean that 
an attempt by the President to restore 
the Monarchy iu the Hawaiian Islands 
by armed force will be a declaration of 
war and will be just cause for impeach 
inont, as Congress alone is authorized 
by the Constitution to declare war 
against a foreign country. 


It is remarkable, to say the least 


that nearly every recent act of the Ad 
ministration runs counter to public 
opinion. The United States was among 
the very first to recognize the Pro 
visional Government of Hawaii.

sent an accredited Minister to Hawai 
since the revolution and now wants to 
land American troops at Honolulu to 
restore the deposed Queen to the 
throne

sense cannot the United States let 
Hawaii alone and let other foreign na 
tions know that they must do likewise? 
Mid when the Islanders say that they 
want to be annexed to the United 
States, establish a protectorate over 
them or annex them as Congress and 
the people may deem best?

Its Defects. 


SOUND ADVICE. 


Now let the South and West, the 


mining population and the agricultural 
population, organize 
the currency 
movement of the country aud establish 
bimetallic coinage. Hereafter all South- 
ern and Western Democrats should 
concentrate upon out and out free 
coinage of silver. 


The above sound advice is from the 


St. Louis Republic. Farmers know by 
experience that the prices of wheat and 
cotton and, in fact, all other products of 
the soil are controlled by the price of 
silver. For twenty years, since silver 
was demonetized, grain and other farm 
products shared the fate of silver, save 
iu rare and exceptional instances, when 
the failure of crops or other local 
causes created a demand for them. 
Why then should not all the farming 
an^ mining States combine against the 
fe. Mbugs and secure the passage of a 
free -Coinage bill ? To-day the mining 
towns in Nevada and other silver pro- 
ducing States are almost deserted, and 
farmers in the agricultural valleys 
have to sell their grain, hay and vege- 
tables at about the cost of production 
in consequence of hostile legislation. 
The people should unite and overthrow 
the gold ring and its tools in Congress. 
They have ample proof that neither of 
the old parties as now organized will 
legislate for them and they are foolish 
indeed if they trust them again.

Judge Talbot has decided in the case 


of W. L. Davis vs. William Hayes, that 
the Board of County Commissioners of 
White Pine have held eight meetings 
annually without warrant of law and 
that the proceedings had at those meet- 
ings are null and void.

Springer Preparing a Bill to Remedy It 


WASHINGTON, November 15.—Con- 


gressman William E. Springer, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Banking 
and Currency, is preparing a bill to 
remedy the defects in the National 
banking and currency system, which 
he will submit to the members of the 
committee, and hopes to get before 
Congress soon after it assembles. He 
says the near approach to the time 
when the Government bonds will be 
payable, the limited volume of such 
bonds, and their high price, demon 
etrate that other security for circula- 
tion must be resorte£ to, if we are to 
have enough currency for the needs o 
the country. 


To that end he will propose tha 


bonds of States, of counties, and o 
certain municipal cities, with prope: 
regulation and under Government sup 
ervision, be utilized for the purpose o 
securing circulation, and all banks 
State as well as National, depositin 
such securities will be permitted t 
take out currency to at least 90 pe 
cent, of their par value. 


Provision will also be made for ac 


ditional security in case of the slight 
est depreciation in the value of thes 
securities, and the Government is t 
assume the sole responsibility for th 
redemption of such notes in coin o: 
demand, for which purpose it shoul 
keep a coin reserve of at least 20 pe 
cent, of the outstanding circulation 
This would relieve the banks of keep 
ing bank reserves, or withholding an 
part of the currency issued, from cir 
culation among the people.

your local Directors and assist in bring- 
ing Nevada's display up to a high 
standard. When everything is in run- 
ning order it is quite probable that 
James A. Yerington, who distinguished 
himself in Chicago, as a Nevada Com- 
missioner, will be at the head of our 
interests, associated with Commission- 
ers Haines and Kussell. 


"The prehistoric footprints from the 


State Prison in Carson will be placed 
in position as they were taken from 
the rock, and others will be added, so 
that students of ethnology will have 
plenty of food to keep their minds 
busy. 


" People all over our State are pre-

Fall Text of the Act of Congress. 


Following is the full text of the act 


of Congress suspending assessment 
work on unpatented mining clains for 
the year 1893 which has been approved 
by the President and is now the law of 
the land, except that its provisions do 
net apply to South Dakota: 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 


Representatives of the United States of 
America, in Congress assembled: 


That the provisions of section num- 


bered 
twenty-three 
hundred 
and 


twenty-four of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, which require that 
on each claim located after the'tenth 
day of May, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, and until patent has been 
issued therefor, not less than one hun- 
dred dollars''worth of labor shall be 
performed 
or improvements made 


during each year, be suspended for the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
three so that no claim -which has been 
regularly located and recorded as re- 
quired by the local laws and mining 
regulations shall be subject to forfeit- 
ure for non-performance of the annual 
assessment for the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-three: Provided, That 
the claimant or claimants of any min- 
ing location, in order to secure the 
benefits of this act, shall -cause to be 
recorded in the office where the loca- 
tion notice or certificate baa been filed 
on or before December thirty-first, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-three, a 
notice that he or they, in good faith 
intend to hold and work said claim: 
Provided, however, that the provisions of 
this act shall not apply to the State of 
South Dakota. This act shall take 
effect from and after its passage.

The Smelter in Full Blast and Turning 


Out Bullion. 


Yesterday the new water jacket 


smelter at the Reno Reduction Works 
was fired up, and a stream of molten 
rock nearly two inches in diameter 
flowed from one of its openings, while 
a smaller stream of metal escaped 
through another. Everything worked 
like a charm. W. J. Stevens, an ex- 
perienced smelter, was in charge and 
furnished ample proof that he under- 
stood his business. 


All the machinery at the works is 


run by water power". The smelter is 
from 35 to 45 tons capacity and is of 
the most approved make. There is on 
hand about 5,000 tons of material con- 
taining gold, silver, lead and other 
metals to be smelted; also immense 
piles of coke and limestone, the latter 
being used for flux. A few days will 
determine whether the smelter will 
prove a success and whether base ores 
cannot be as successfully treated on 
the Truckee, where there is an abund- 
ance of water power, as well as in 
localities where steam power has to be 
used. 


The success of these works is of great 


importance to Reno as-well as to the 
enterprising citizens who have erected 
them at the expense of many thousand 
dollars. They give employment to a 
Large number of men directly and to 
many indirectly. It is the intention to 
enlarge them, if it pays, so that in the 
course of a year or two, especially if 
Congress deals fairly with silver, a 
hundred or more men will be steadily 
employed. Mine owners will also be 
encouraged to get out ores, as they can 
dispose of them for cash at the works.

Facts About Two of tli« Men Killed at

A. Trumbo, to whom it is believed 
the invitation found on the dead man 
was in fact addressed, is alive and well 
and engaged in business in Salt Lake 
city. 


A similar error was made in the 


identification of Joseph A. Williams. 
The body was identified by means of 
an envelope addressed to " Joseph A. 
Williams, Salt Lake city." Yesterday 
the Coroner received a letter from 
Joseph A. Williams of Salt Lake city, 
stating that the envelope found on the 
body was one which he had given the 
man the day he left Salt Lake, as the 
man wanted his address.

states that the, man's name was either 
Irving or Irwin, and that his home was 
in New York, and that he had relatives 
living in San Franeisoo.

The Coroner has also received a 


letter from Arthur gartley,*t El Paso, 
Tex., saying that he believes the name 
of the body identified''as ttfctr of Geo. 
A. Trumbo-was in flcfc G. A* Trumble, 
who was known to have been in this 
part of the country at the time of the 
disaster.
